dollars nor less than fifty dollars, and 
ten dollars additional for each day or 
night such building ic permitted to be 
used after such conviction is had. un- 
til such changes, alterations or addi- 
tions have been made sufficient to 
warrant Ihe issuing of a certificate as 
provided for in Section 25<!9 of the Re- 
vised Statutes."

conditions therein provided 


against, we find exist in every hall, 
church and school house in' the ritv. 
Some of the buildings have doors that 
open outwardly, but they are barred 
or locked when the building is in use, 
so that, the evil they are intended to 
prevent is 
augmented. 
Tn 
some 


instances doors have been barred for 
such a length of time that they cannot 
be opened except with great difficulty. 
All exit doors should be kept in such 
condition that they can be opened 
very readily. The fastening on the 
same should be very simple, so that 
as much delay as possible be avoided. 
As these provisions are most import- 
ant, rigid enforcement of the same is 
recommended. 


The same statute provides the same 


penalty when such places are not pro- 
vided with 'fample means for the safe 
and speedy egress of the persons who 
may be there assembled." With the 
questionable exception of three school 
bouses the means of egress provided 
in school buildings are ample and 
sufficient. 
We would recommend the 


egress of a fire escape on the High 
School, so that egress could fce raa-.le 
spfely arid conveniently should a.Sre 
cccur while students are assembled in 
the chapel. The msans of egress from 
the Woodside School are l?mircd to 
one stairway and we recommend the 
erection of a fire escape on that bnild- 
ing. A Sre escape should be provided 
for the St Francis de Sales school 
for the use of the students on the sec- 
ond and third floors. The means of 
egress ITI all the churches are snS- 
cient and we would recommend that 
all doors opening inwardly and that 
the same be kept unlocked cr un- 
barred, af the case may be. during 
services. The greatest needs for *5re 
escapes exists in our lodge rooms and 
halls. There are but few provided 
with them and seme cf tho?e. arc not 
accessible in ca~«? of fire. Access 
to 


some fire escapes is throneh windows 
and this means of exit is not in con- 
formity with the statute and should 
be changed. The doors in the halls 
snd lodge rooms loading to the exits 
in most Instances open inwardly and 
npon hallways or stairways laat arc 
too narrow to accommodate a rash in 
case o ffire. which only accentuates the 
•necessity of Sre escapes. The doors 
r: some of the halls should J»e widen- 
ed. All exit doors and donrs 
*c fire escapes should b*> kepi 
r.r unbarred during meetings or ser- 
vices.

otherwise, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and shall be fined. No 
applications for inspection have ever 
been made by any person, and this 
part of Section 2572 has been eni'rely 
ignored by people owning property 
used for purposes mentioned. 


Section 2568 of the Revised Statutes 


provides' "On application of the own- 
er or person having control of an op- 


era, house, hall, theatre,'church, school 
house, etc., or other building used for 
public assemblages, in any municipal 
corporation, tlie mayor, civil engineer 
and chiai" engineer of the f:rc depart- 
ment, or if such corporation has no 
such engineer, the mayor and two 
members of council shall 
carefully 


make a joint examination pf sucli op- 
rra house, etc., tn ascertain the means 
provided thereat an'] therein for the 
speedy and safe egress of the persons 
that may at any time be there as- 
sembled, and tho means provided for 
Ihe extinguishing of .a fire, at or in 
s-uch place, provided that when the as- 
sembly rooms of such church are sit- 
uated upon the ground floor, with- a 
sufficient numbpr of low, windows, in 
the opinion of the commission above 
provided for, to secure safe and easy 
means of escape in case of alarm, they 
shall grant the certificate in the next 
following section." 


Section 2569: "If, upon, such exami- 


nation, it is found that such opera 
house, theatre, hall, church, school 
house or other building is absolutely 
supplied with means for speedy and 
safe egress of the persons who at any 
time be there assembled, and. if above 
the first floor, that 
it is provided 


therein with water or other 
equally 


efficient agencies and the 
proper 


means to apply it4 so that any fire 
which, may occur at such place can be 
immediately extinguished, the mayor 
and persons so acting with him, or s, 
majority of the three, shall issue tc 
such owner or person having control 
as aforesaid a certificate of the fact, 
which shall continue in force one 
••/par, unless sooner revoked by coun- 
cil." 


Section 2573 provides that "It shall 


be the duty of any owner or agent for 
owner of any factory, workshop, tene- 
ment house, inn, or public house, ir 
such i»laces bp more than txro stories 
high, to provide convenient exits from 
the different upper stories 
of said 


building, which shall l»e easily acces- 
sible in case of fire, and any owner 
rr any person having control of ?ny 
such inn or public house where trav- 
ellers or boarders are lodsed in an> 
story above the second story of the 
building shall also provide a good rope 
cr other life line for each sleeping 
room for guests ia «nich .-.torics."
